Counterfeit Art. 


The archaeologist who was chosen 


some time ago to determine the authen- 
ticity of the tiara of Soitapharnes, a 
supposedly precious relic of the Louvre 
collection, reported that the tiara was 
not authentic ard that it was executed 
by a Russian artist of the name of 
Roukhomorsky. The French govern-

ifying to some of the Americans who 
have paid big prices for spurious works 
of art to be able to smile at the expense 
of people who are supposed to know all 
about art and relics and such things. 
It is claimed by experts that not more 
than about one in ten of the Raphaels 
scattered through Europe is genuine, 
and if it is so with the Raphaels the 
probabilities are that a very large per- 
centage of the so called examples of the 
other masters are counterfeit.—Chicago 
Record-Herald. 


Radium IB the San. 
: 


W. E. Wilson of Daramara, taking 


the observation that one grain of ra- 
dium can supply 100 calories per hour, 
has computed the proportion of radium 
In the sun which -would be required to 
account for its output of energy. Lang- 
ley calculated that the sun is produc- 
ing energy at the rate of 828,000,000 
calorics per square centimeter per hour, 
and. taking this figure, it would re- 
quire but 3.G grams (about fifty-four 
grains) of radium per cubic meter (39.37 
inches) of the sun's volume to account 
for the entire energy given out by the 
latter. Mr. Wilson suggests that pos- 
sibly at the enormous solar tempera- 
ture radium may be capable of even 
more energetic 'action, and. if so, the 
3.G grains per cubic meter might be re- 
duced to a still smaller amount.

Grovor Cleveland inuUe merry with 


the members and K«t'«ts of the Old 
Colony club ut a clambake on Mar- 
shall's Island tli« other day. says n 
special dispatch from Bourue, Mass., 
to the New York Times. The feature 
of the day was a short humorous ad- 
dress he made. Mr. Cleveland said In 
part: 


"For a number of years I have been 


bonored with membership In the Old 
Colony club, but this Is the first time 
that I have attended one of its clam- 
bakes. Therefore I rise full of clams, 
hot corn and enthusiasm for the wel- 
fare of the Old Colony club and zeal 
for its interests. 


"I hope that the club will persevere 


In Its efforts toward the unremitting 
preservation of the Buzzards bay fish- 
cries, and I am willing to take out all 
the benefits of the club in fishing. 
Within the past few years I have been 
widely jeered and derided for spending 
so much of in/ time at fishing. 
For 


those who jeer nnd deride me I have 
only a quiet and unqualified contempt. 
I go fishing because I like it, and I 
hope that 1 will continue to go fishing 
until as near the end of the chapter as 
possible. 


"I should like to say right here that 


I am more interested in the protection 
of the fishing at Buzzards bay than 
about our hoary headed infant indus- 
tries. I care more for these fishing In- 
terests than I do about the policy of 
the next federal administration. I hope 
that the Old Colony club will keep up 
its fight for the protection of the fish- 
eries. Let there be no relaxations or 
compromise. 
Keep up the fight un- 


ceasingly. 


"Perhaps some of you are aware that 


an interesting event has recently taken 
place In our domestic circle. I am proud 
to say tbat another future fisherman 
has quite lately Increased the popula- 
tion of Buzzards Bay by one. Now, 
some people are in the habit of telling 
fish storiea, and some people, notably a 
well known physician of my acquaint- 
ance, are accustomed to "weigh their 
catch of fish on their own private 
scales. Although this happy event was 
not the occasion for telling any unusual 
yarns, I put my fish scales into requi- 
sition and weighed my latest catch 
honestly, and the tally was an even 
nine pounds."

A Plant Disliked by Moaqaltoeii. 
A consular report to the state depart- 


ment at Washington says that the 
Deutsche Kolonial Zeitung reports the 
finding in north Nigeria of a plant 
(oclmumvirlde) two or three of which 
when placed in a room or on a veranda 
will remove mosquitoes. The effect Is 
produced by the odor exhaled. This 
resembles thyinian nnd eucalyptus. 
The natives extract an essence from 
the plant that is an excellent substitute 
for quinine. It is not only equal in its 
effects, but it lacks many of quinine's 
disagreeable attributes. The Deutsche 
Ostafrika Zeitung reports that a great 
ninny natives are familiar with a mos- 
quito plant, called hy them "rnmbasi," 
which hns similar properties to the one 
above described.

An article on the adulteration of food 


products Is going the rounds of th(: 
German press. 
It Is stated, for lu- 


sUiuee, Unit nu ordinary liver patty is 
made into fine "Strassburger" pate do 
foie gras (goose liver patty) by means 
of borax or salicylic acid and of finely 
chopped and cleverly distributed pieces 
of black silk, representing truffles. 


Cosmos, a German paper, guarantees 


the 
fact that under the label of 


canned lobsteis the soft parts of the 
cuttlefish and crabs are sold. 


In raris snails are of lute very popu- 


lar, and the adulterators mix them 
with lungs of cuttle and horses. Even 
entirely artificial snails are manufac- 
tured. 
The shells, recoated with fat 


and sliine, are filled with lung and then 
sold us "Hurguudy'* suails. 


Lovers of fresh rooster combs are im- 


posed upon by a substitute cut out of 
hogs' intestines. 


Chopped artificial truffles arc made 


of black rubber, silk or softened leath- 
er, mid even whole truffles are made 
out of roasted potatoes, which are given 
a peculiar flavor by adding ether. They 
are said to sell well. 


Fish spoiled in spite of ice and borax 


is treated with salts of zinc, aluminium 
and other metals. 
Rubbing the fish 


with vaseline to give it a fresh look 
and coloring the gills with fresh blood 
or eosin—a coal tar color—is resorted 
to. The hitter is also used to intensify 
the red color of inferior crabs. 


Imparting a greenish color to oysters 


Is another adulteration. An oyster re- 
quires about one month in the beds to 
acquire the greenish color. As this is 
too long a time the dealers help them 
along with an artificial color. 


The chemists in the Paris municipal 


laboratories have shown that tomato 
jelly is adulterated with turnips, and 
powdered pepper contains a large ad- 
mixture of powdered hard tack.—Wash- 
ington Star.
